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Military  doctrine  consists  of  those  “Fundamental  principles  by  tdtich  the  military 
forces  guide  their  actions  in  support  of  objectives  .  .  (JCS  Pub  1).  These  are 
normally  long-term  in  scope  and  obviously  support  the  interests  of  a  given  state. 

They  form  the  key  elements  of  foreign  and  domestic  policy  as  distinct  from  short-term 
strategy  and  stratagems. 

Part  two  of  this  periodicals  bibliography  presents  coverage  for  various  countries, 
including  NATO,  tilth  emphasis  on  ground  forces.  Part  three  cites  Napoleon's  Maxims.
